poured into a large, sealed, un­ 
derground storage area which

Dr. Gerald D, Dorman sp oke at th e final ses- 
si(Mi of th e American Medical Association’s an­ 
nual convention in New York and h ad a sound 
p iece of advice for h is colleagues.

I am now farther out than most astronauts as 
a result of reading a press release about a 
speech delivered July 5 by Robert Maynard 
Hutchins, president of the Center for the Study 
of Democratic Institutions. 
Appropriately, he gave it in the rarefied at­ 
mosphere of the Aspen Institute for Humanistic 
Studies. I went to one of these Aspen brain- 
bashes once and had my horizons stretched so 
far I couldn’t find them. It was a wonderfully 
ennobling experience except when Saul Alindky 
and I got jawing about whether black power 
was any nobler than white power. 
Anyway, the press release says here: 


“HUTCHINS PICTURED the world as drift­ 
ing into a post-industrial Era in which science, 
technology and the computer, not man’s labor, 
will produce wealth and prosperity. In such an 
era, the jobs below middle management will be 
unnecessary; man will be freed from work to 
face the problem of leisure. 
“This new era will usher in a world commun­ 
ity to replace the anachronistic nation-state. 
The nation-state now stands as an impediment 
to the growth of worldwide corporations; in ad­ 
dition, its purpose, to protect its people econom­ 
ically and physically, cannot be carried out in 
the present age of multinational corporations 
and nuclear bombs. 
“All crises now become world crises; a world 
community is the only solution. ‘The industrial 
system now makes the world-state necessary,’ 
said Hutchins.” 
Self-confessed intellectuals are like airplanes. 
While groundlings struggle to bridge the rivers, 
fill the chasms and climb the hills, the plane 
soars above it all. 
People of low mentality may wander haw you 
apportion the world legislature, what you do 
about the flow of hundreds of millions from ov­ 
erpopulated lands to those more blessed, and 
why the disorganized societies, which comprise 
a majority of the world’s population, won’t sim­ 
ply cut themselves in on the fruits of prosper­ 
ous nations. All this is beneath the notice of 
cosmic thinkers 
Dr. Hutchins’ worry about what everybody 
except “middle management*” will do with all 
the leisure is predicted on the brave new world 
when robots will plow, sow. harvest, bake and 
deliver, and the vast majority of us will sit 
around eating and wondering whether to whittle 
or spit. 
But if management has to design the ma­ 
chines, plan the factories and push the buttons, 
it is going to demand a fat piece of the pie be­ 
cause no one is going to knock himself out if 
lie’s rewarded right along with the sitters. 
The old hobos sang of “The Big Rock Candy 
Mountain.” and Mr. Hutchins wonders how to 
sell high philosophy to the masses who will be 
floating around in “a1 lake of stew and of whis­ 
ky, too.” Again, quoting the press release: 
“The aims of today’s education do not fit 
rn'.a into this future. The purpose of education 
mmmimmmmmmmmmm 


now is to serve the industrial nation-state by 
training people for roles in an industrial socie­ 
ty. These roles will become obsolete. 
“Education must begin to give men under­ 
standing rather than usefulness. Hutchins pro­ 
posed centers of independent thought, true uni­ 
versities which will be the focus for the unend­ 
ing education of each man. Humanity will then 
be prepared for manhood, not as manpower.” 
Unfortunately, people who hite to work and 
who would cork off fastest if a robot showed up 
to serve them are generally those who would 
have most difficulty with “centers of independ­ 
ent thought.” In any age, philosophers are out­ 
numbered by just plain beer-diinkers 50-1. 
Now and then, of course, you come across a 
real dope-off who digs high thought. Take Di­ 
ogenes, that Greek bum who lived in a barrel. 
But at least he rustled his own barrel and his 
groceries were given to him by people like Al­ 
exander the Great who came from far and wide 
to listen to his wisecracks. He was a self-sup­ 
porting tramp. 


THESE MODERN HIPPIE-TYPES want air­ 
conditioned barrels furnished by the govern­ 
ment. It’s sort of chilling to think that when 
Mr. Hutchins’ everythdng-for-everybody world- 
state rolls around we could all be sitting in hap- 
pievilles, listening to gurus preparing us not for 
usefulness but for understanding, and learning 
to roll grass fags one-handed 
A normal beehive consists of one queen, a 
handful of drones and jillions of workers. As 
Hutchins sees man’s future, we’ll have one 
queen, a handful of workers and jillions of 
drones. I’d bet that the bees will be around 
longer.

Secretary 
Speaks Out 


WASHINGTON — Despite all the rhetorical 
outbursts on the subject of "commitments” 
abroad which lately have been coming from 
members of the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, the facts of international life today are 
catching up with the theorists who think the- 
United States can forget about military support 
for peoples in distant lands. 
Melvin Laird, who used to be a member of 
Congress and now is secretary of defense, has 
had a chance to get a look from the inside at 
what the dangers are to the Unfitted States. 
This is why, in his testimony on Tuesday be­ 
fore the Senate Foreign Relations Committee rn 
support of an authorization of $375 million for 
militfary help abroad, he told some unpleasant 
but significant truths. 


THE SECRETARY POINTED OUT that tbs 
Moscow government is moving into various 
parts of the world either to stir up trouble or to 
arm potential allies. He said: 
“The Soviet Unfion continues to employ mili­ 
tary assistance as a basic instrument of politi­ 
cal infiltration. Soviet arms deliveries have 
raised concern about the level af armaments in 
the hora of Africa, as well as in the Middle 
East and North AifHca. 
The Soviet Union has been the principal sup­ 
plier of arms to India. Recent reports indicate 
that it is shipping weapons to Pakistan' as well. 
“There is little doubt in my mind that mili­ 
tary assistance Will continue to be used as a 
major instrument of Soviet policy over the fore­ 
seeable future.” 
Secretary Laird declared, moreover, that "it 
would be foolhardy to expect early abatement 
(rf fear of aggression to Europe” and that he 
sees to prospect a continued instability to Asia. 
He added: 
“In Latin America and Africa, there is a con­ 
stant threat of terrorism, guerrilla warfare Mid 
insurgency. Another very troublesome area 
with serious implications for our arms transfer 
policy is the Mediterranean Basin. Soviet naval 
operations have steadily accelerated in the 
Mediterranean Sea, (being at a higher level in 
1969 than to either of the two preceding record 
years.” 
The Soviet Union, of course, is not the only 
troublemaker. The Red Chinese government is 
supporting Insurgency movements and revolu­ 
tions in the Far East and elsewhere. 
Secretary Laird stressed the importance of 
giving aid to countries which can help them­ 
selves so far as the development on defense 
forces is concerned but which need advisers 
and require assistance in getting the latest 
weapons. 
Mr. Laird believes that building up the de­ 
fense of countries like Greece, Turkey, South 
Korea and Formosa “greatly reduces the size 
of U.S. forces that would otherwise have to be 
stationed overseas to support our forward de­ 
fense strategy.” 
The United States, incidentally, Is trying a 
very important experiment now to Vietnam by 
assisting to the training and equipping of a 
large army of South Vietnamese. 
If similar aid could be given to other coun­ 
tries which wish to remain independent and to 
become strong enough to resist aggression, the 
total cost at the United States would be rela­ 
tively small to comparison with the sacrifice in 
American lives that might otherwise be made. 
Plenty of manpower is available in other 
countries but aid must be provided by those na­ 
tions which have the financial and industrial re­ 
sources as well as the technicians to furnish ad­ 
vice. 


FOR, AS SECRETARY LAIRD said, the Sovi­ 
et threat can best be countered by assistance 
“to countries that seek to maintain peace, that 
have the (^termination to resist external ag­ 
gression or internal subversion, and that need 
our help.” 
Isolationism can hardly be justified, there­ 
fore, as a policy for the United States as long 
as the Soviet Union is engaged to a worldwide 
conspiracy which can plunge this nation at any 
moment into a nuclear war. 
Rarely has anyone to the executive branch of 
our government spoken out as frankly as has 
Mr. Laird conmrong the Soviet menace. This 
In itself is a constructive change.

WASHINGTON — Sometimes one gets the 
feeling that the right-hand germs in the gov­ 
ernment don’t know what the left-hand 
germs are doing.

you’re experimenting with right now?” 


APPLEBAUM SAID, “We don’t know what

sure our astronauts don’t bring back infec­ 
tion. After ail, the space program is devoted 
to peace. Now. the germs we have here we 
know about and those germs are important 
to our defense program.” 
“But what if you had an accident in which 
the earth germs got out of the laboratories 
or escaped from the testing area?” 
“We don’t like to think about things like 
that. If we did, we wouldn’t have a germ 
warfare program.” 
“But how can the same people on one 
hand spend all this money to see that no

“You don’t understand,” said Applebaum 
slamming his fist on the desk. “It’s two dif­ 
ferent departments. The Defense Depart­ 
ment doesn't tell NASA what to do with their 
germs and NASA doesn’t tell the Defense 
Department what to do with their germs.” 
“Well ” I said, “why doesn’t the Defense 
Department do its germ testing on the 
moon? In that way there would be less dan­ 
ger of contaminating the earth ” 
“Because,” said Applebaum breaking a 
test tube in his hand, “we don’t want to con­ 
taminate the moon. We know the earth is 
contaminated but we’re hoping to keep the 
moon clean ” 
“For what reason?” 


“BECAUSE SOMEDAY we may want to 
test earth germs in a gormless atmosphere.” 
“I have one thought, professor. They 
wouldn’t let President Nixon have dinner 
with the three astronauts because the doc­ 
tors were afraid his germs might affect 
them.

Council is scheduled to act on 
five pieces of proposed legisla­ 
tion — and possibly eight — 
at its first July meeting Mon­ 
day night at 8. 
The ordinances will be pre­ 
sented for action in connection 
I with the plan of the Board of 
Public Utilities to build a new 
w a t e r storage tank costing 
about $500,000 on Henry Ave., 
near the present twin stand­ 
pipes. 
One would authorize the board 
j to sell a home on Henry Ave.

Starkey in order to obtain 
part of the ground needed as a 
site for the new tank. Since the 
home and adjacent ground re­ 
main intact, it will be offered 
for sale to the highest bidder 
on a cash basis, the legislation 
provides.

Pot Luck Potters 


Early Delegates Of I BOP Hopped Freights 
Due To Herd Times In Labor Organization

T 
h e m i g h t y i n t e r n a t i o n a l B rotherhood 
of O perative Potters, w ith m em bership in the 
thousands and assets in the m illions, can trace its 
history back more than three q uarters of a century 
to a tiny org anization w ith no funds in its treasury 
and w ith local unions so poor th at some of them 
could not afford to send deleg ates to its conven­ 
tions. 
Seveniy -five y ears ag o. in the m idst of a strike 
and a “panic”— the euphem ism for w hat today is 
called a depression— the strug g ling union w as in 
such dire straits th at its president had g one unpaid 
for four m onths and its national treasurer hopped 
a freig ht to travel from K ittanning to East L iver­ 
pool for a convention.

In addition to Lay den, East Liverpool was repre­ 
sented by William Cassidy , James Grafton, C. J. Martin, 
James Hag ue, Moss Burford, James Darrah, Samuel Hanlon 
and William Benhig bt. Toronto, New Cumberland, Kittanning 
and Blndlay also were represented. 
The three-day convention adc^ited a constitution patterned 
mainly after the document of the American Flint Glass Work­ 
ers Union, It set up five locals-No. 1, 'Ibroiito; No. 2. New 
Cumberland: No. 3, Kittanning : No. 
4 , East Liverpool, and 
No. 5, Findlay . 
Lay den was elected the org anization’s president with Dar- 
g ue as secretary . A. S. Hug h^, later to play a very promin­ 
ent role in the union’s eariy y ears, was chosen vice president. 
TTie convention voted the president a |25 annual allowan^ 
and set up $6 for the secretary . The entire membership 
“would scarcely reach 200,” Duffy wrote. 
I^ay den, as tl» first president, worked dilig ently as an 
org anizer, but to little avail. The New Cumberland local sent 
Oscar Boales here to aid Lay den “but aft^ a few day s he 
returned to New Cumberland without having aKxsompli^ied 
any thing ,” Duffy wrote.

Steubenville pcRters had been on strike since 1889, and Find­ 
lay potters still were out in a dispute that beg an in 1890 
The convention returned I^ay den as president and set his 
pay at $50 a y ear, Lay den org anized I^ocal 7 at Tiffin in 
October 1891, but died shortly afterward The executive board 
tlien named John Hunter oi New Cumberland as president. 
Darg ue quit as secretary a short time later to operate a la­ 
bor newspaper, and Charles McCauley was named to replace 
him.

11 and 12 by the following Febru­ 
ary ’, and by May 22 had org anized Ixical 14 at Tiltonsville 
The Tiltonsville potters rei'used to accept the unlucky 
number 13 for their local and were assig ned the desig nation 
Local 14 Hug hes commented that he was g rateful for their 
refusal, becau.se toe following Saturday the plant burned to 
the g round He said he thoug ht he mig ht have been held re­ 
sponsible for having forced the unlucky number on the local. 


HUGHB:S 
sum m ed up his fni.strations in an addrew to 
the third oorvvention here in July 1893. “To tell the hnth. I 
have lost all faith in the majority of potters, aspecially in 
East Liverpool I have received promisee from men week 
after week, but they repeatedly broke their word. I have 
come to think that the patters want no org anization.” 
Hug hes, elected pre^sident ag ain over his own strenuous 
protests, found org anizing work almast Impossible because 
of the 1893 depres'sion. The membership fell rapidly , and 
soon all the locals had dishanded except No. 4 
“By this time Hug hes had become known to the manu­ 
facturers as well as the men, which only made his wwk 
more disag reeable, for the men would shun and avmd him 
as thoug h he was an officer with a warrant for thedr arrei« ,” 
Duffy wrote. “They considered themselves unfortunate if 
their employ er caug ht them talking to Hug hes.” 
Times were g etting harder. TTie Wick China Co. in Kit­ 
tanning told its employ es they must accept a 15 per cent 
pay cut or allow the firm to retain 25 per cent of their wag es 
ag ainst a promised boost in fetteral tariff rates The d« nand 
broug ht on a strike.

Dargue of Kittanning acted as secretary. The attendance to­ 
taled 19. In addition to Layden, East Liverpool was repre­ 
sented by William Cassidy, James Grafton, C. J. Martin, 
Jamas Hague, Moss Burford, James Darrah, Samuel Hanlon 
and William Benight. Toronto, New Cumberland, Kittanning 
and Findlay also were represented. 
The three-day convention adopted a constitution patterned 
mainly after the document of the American Flint Glass Work­ 
ers Union It set up five locals—No. I, Toronto; No. 2, New 
Cumberland: No. 3, Kittanning; No. 4, East Liverpool, and 
No. 5, Findlay. 
Layden was elected the organization’s president with Dar­ 
gue as secretary. A. S. Hughes, later to play a very promin­ 
ent role in the union's early years, was chosen vice president. 
The convention voted the president a $25 annual allowance 
and set up $6 for the secretary. The entire membership 
“ would scarcely reach 200,” Duffy wrote. 
leyden, as the first president, worked diligently as an 
organizer, but to little avail. The New Cumberland local sent 
Oscar Boales here to aid Layden “ but after a few days he 
returned to New Cumberland without having accomplished 
anything,” Duffy wrote. Layden organized Local 6 among 
the Wheeling clayhands in April 1891 “but that was about 
the only perceptible progress that had been made when the 
second convention met in July of that year.” 


THE NBOP distributed 1,000 handbills inviting local pot­ 
ters to attend the convention, but only a few appeared. 
Steubenville potters had been on strike since 1889, and Find­ 
lay potters still were out in a dispute that began in 1890 
The convention returned Layden as president and set his 
pay at $50 a year. Layden organized Local 7 at Tiffin in 
October 1891, but died shortly afterward The executive board 
then named John Hunter of New Cumberland as president. 
Dargue quit as secretary a short time later to operate a la­ 
bor newspaper, and Charles McCauley wats named to replace 
him. 
Hughes, the man who was to lead the fledgling union to 
firm ground, was named president during the convention of 
July 1892 He also was assigned organizer's duties, told to 
devote all his time to the Brotherhood’s affairs and voted 
an $800-a-year salary. Hughes shortly organized Local 8 at 
Tiffin and reorganized Local 7 in the same community. 
Bi Sept. I, he was back in East Liverpool, canvassing 
the potteries and talking to workers individually in the frus­ 
trating task of attempting to enroll members He succeeded 
in setting up Locals 9, IO, ll and 12 by the following Febru­ 
ary, and by May 22 had organized Local 14 at Tiltonsville 
The Tiltonsville potters refused to accept the unlucky 
number 13 for their local and were assigned the designation 
Local 14 Hughes commented that he was grateful for their 
refusal, because the following Saturday the plant burned to 
the ground He said he thought he might have been held re­ 
sponsible for having forced the unlucky number on the local. 


HUGHES SUMMED up his frustrations in an address to 
the third convention here in July 1893. “To tell the truth, I 
have lost all faith in the majority of potters, especially in 
East Liverpool. I have received promisee from men week 
after week, but they repeatedly broke their word. I have 
come to think that tide potters want no organization.” 
Hughes, elected president again over hts own strenuous 
protests, found organizing work almost impossible because 
of the 1893 depression. The membership fell rapidly, and 
soon all the locals had disbanded except No. 4. 
“ By this time Hughes had become known to the manu­ 
facturers as well as the men. which only made his work 
more disagreeable, for the men would shun and avoid him 
as though he was an officer with a warrant for their arrest,” 
Duffy wrote. “They considered themselves unfortunate if 
(heir employer caught them talking to Hughes ” 
Times were getting harder The Wick China Co. in Kit­ 
tanning told its employes they must accept a 15 per cent 
pay cut or allow the firm to retain 25 per cent of tiheir wages 
against a promised boost in federal tariff rates The demand 
brought on a strike. 
Things were so bad in East Liverpool that the NBOP 
executive board met in December 1893 to vote on a motion 
to disband the organization But Hughes and some others pre­ 
vailed and the union was allowed to live. 


BY THIS TIME, other plants had joined in the wage- 
withholding plan initiated in Kittanning. Manufacturers then 


proposed a wage reduction that ranged from IO to 40 per 
cent, depending upon whether one accepted the view of man­ 
agement or the employes. The workers refused, which 
brought on a six-month strike. 
Hard times brought more potters into the Brotherhood. 
New locals were formed, others were reorganized, because 
the union executive board had waived the initiation fee. 
Without money in its treasury, the NBOP created an East 
liverpool relief committee that collected money, edibles and 
clothing and set up a “relief store” where the items could 
be distributed. Benefits were organized, and one wag sug­ 
gested a baseball game between the union leaders and the 
boss potters. 
Then came the “ strike convention” of 1894, When the 
delegates hopped freight trains to get to East Liverpool, and 
some locals said they could not send representatives because 
they had no money. 
While the convention was in session, Trenton potters ac­ 
cepted a 12% per cent wage reduction, ending their strike. 
East Liverpool potters, feeling defeated, capitulated a few 
days later Many dropped out of the locals with the end of 
(he walkout atter learning they now were expected to pay 
dues and assessments. 
Hughes commented at the 1895 convention: “To judge 
by their actions, the potters appear to think that a union is 
a good thing to have in time of trouble, but something they 
have no need of in time of peace.” 


HUGHES. NAMED again as president, continued his or­ 
ganizing work. But “his only office was the Diamond and 
here he could be found almost every evening listening to 
some man’s grievance or trying to infuse unionism into some 
of the indifferent potters,” Duffy wrote. 
The union joined manufacturers in seeking a boost in 
ware tariffs, hoping increased domestic production would 
lead to restoration of the 12% per cent cut from their wages. 
In its 1897 convention, the Brotherhood went to work in 
earnest seeking a uniform wage list—a standard pattern of 
rates for all plan’s. The union opened negotiations with the 
manufacturers The upshot was a decision that agreement 
on a uniform list and the restoration of the 12% per cent pav 
cut would be deferred until after enactment of a new tariff 
bill. 
In December 1897, climax of three years of negotiations, 
Hughes persuaded the Trenton potters to give up their sepa­ 
rate organization and come into the Brotherhood “The con­ 
solidation of the eastern and western potters was the accom­ 
plishment of one of Hughes’ greatest aims.” Duffy wrote. 
Locals 34 . 35. 36 and 37 were formed at Trenton 
The Allegheny Mountain range still is used as an arbi­ 
trary boundary line in the designation of “eastern” and 
“western” potters. 
In the 1898 convention, the NBOP realigned its officers 
and executive board to take into account the recent consoli­ 
dation with the eastern potters. It also voted to affiliate 
with the American Federation of Labor. Hughes reported 
20 locals had been organized or reorganized in the preceding 
12 months The membership had doubled. Hughes was re­ 
turned to the presidency. 


THE UNION still was continuing its struggle for a uni­ 
form wage list. In early 1900, its committee presented manu­ 
facturers with a list of 1,200 items. The union and manage­ 
ment spokesmen met at Pittsburgh to study the list. After 
four days’ work, when only half the items had been discussed, 
the meeting adjourned. 
Resuming negotiations in March, the representatives 
agreed on a uniform list in March 1900 and stipulated it would 
go into effect in May, covering 80 per cent of the generalware 
potteries in the U.S. They also set up an arbitration board, 
comprised of three manufacturers and three unionists, to 
settle all minor disputes. A local comprised of 39 Trenton 
jiggermen left the union rather than accept the rates, but 
the organization continued to grow steadily. 


At the loth convention in Wheeling in Julv 1900. Hughes 
was able to announce the membership had gained 200 per 
cent in the preceding year. The la i paragraphs of Duffy’# 
history were written rn early 1901 He looked forward to' a 
bright future tor the union. 


“EVERY POTTER should be enrolled beneath its banner, 
so that we may be able to take ad \adage of each and every 
opportunity to bettei our condition,” he wrote. “ I do not 
mean that we should take undue advantage of our employers 
h r I think our aim should be. and ha* bean, to do justice 
to both manufacturer and operative ” 
And he closed with a tribute to Hughes, who was still 
in the president’s chair. “Having b ;n forced to the helm, 
he accepted his position solely as a mat! r of duty, not de­ 
sire, and his record is one of sell s, entice and perseverance. 
Most men would have quailed befur the c nd it ions he met, 
but he faithtulh continued at his p st a.id no one will accuse 
him of ever being swayed by per- nal ambitions. 
“As president, he has been tai hful, nr> 
st and persever­ 
ing, honest in his dealings with all, fearless and sincere in 
his et I orts and those who know him spe k highest of him 
and through his labors of the past A S. Hughes will always 
hold the respect of the members of the N.B.O.P.”

Some may be more mischev iou s than oth­ 
ers, and some seem to hav e an u nu su al knack of 
getting into trou ble, bu t giv e them the opportu nity 
and they u su ally can prov e themselv es worthy of 
respect. 
A grou p of boys from my neighborhood prov ­ 
ed this when they camped at Beav er Creek State 
Park last week. They v isited the park twice. They 
.set u p their own camp, did their own cooking and 
thorou ghly enjoyed ev ery moment of it. 
There wa.s no close adu lt su perv ision. They 
were on their own. 
Now the meals they “enjoyed” might not be 
acceptable to most of u s—for example a can of rav i­ 
oli for breakfast—bu t they su rv iv ed in good shape.

Howev er, swimming daily in the creek kept the dirt 
at a minimu m. Besides in the su mmer it u su ally is 
difficu lt to locate a clean boy. 
I was pleased with the resu lts of the camping trip made 
by this grou p. I v i.sited their camp site twice. At first I was 
concerned abou t the haphazard look of the entire setu p. 
The secoffid time arou nd I and others attempted to help 
pu t things in order, bu t the campers seemed to want to do 
their own thing in their own way. It’s a good way tto learn, 
ao they were left alone.

them to fill a fat paperback directory. 'They aren’t all in the 
boondocks, either. 
If you cwi. u r can borrow camping eq u ipment, the ooet 
pictu re is simple. You ’ll spend the same $8.50 for gas and 
(Ml, and perhaps the $5 for miscellany. Bu t it wiU cost an 
av erage of only $2.50 a day to rent a campsite (some are 
free), and food for a family of fou r shou ld be princely for 
abou t $12. 
If you hav e to bu y or rent eq u ipment, the pri(^ will rise. 
A set ^ modest camping gear can be bou ght for abou t $2)50. 
That’s a good chu nk of money, bu t the eq u ipment shou ld last 
you 10 years. 
If you don’t plan to camp often, or aren’t su re you wiB 
like it, you can rerrt enou gh eq u ipment to hou se and feed 
fou r people for less than $50 a week. 
Whatev er you sav e, it will be no bargain if you don’t like 
camping—and some people cton’t. It takes « longer to set u p 
and break camp than it does to check in and ou t erf motds. 
And if it rains a great deal, you will be u ncomfortable. 
Bu t if you like it—and thou sands of families do—ciamiv 
ing will not only sav e you moT.ey, bu t will add a new dimen- 
siwi to you r v acation. 


NATURALLY the camp rangers were concerned abou t a 
grou p of you ngsters on their own in the area and made in- 
q iaries of other campers on the behav ioir of the nov ices. 
I'm happy to report the campers said the boys were no trou ­ 
ble, bothered nothing that didn’t belong to them and observ ed 
good camp etiq u ette. 
There was one experience none of them will forget. This 
was a v isit from a fou r foot blacksnake. It came ou t of the 
woods, crawled to the rear of their tent and followed the ou t­ 
side edge. It came to the open door, crawled inside the tent 
and made an excu rsion arou nd the interior. 
By this time, the boys were screaming and dancing 
arou nd like wildmen. The snake departed and then pau sed. 
One of the boys took aH he cou W and decided to kick the 
snake. It coiled to strike and they all decided to get into the

also did little good, they harried the snake arou nd the area. 
Then one grabbed a f(M-ked stick and pinned the snake’s head 
to the grou nd. Now the problem was what to do with it. By 
this time other campers inv estigated the commotion and one 
u sed an axe to reliev e the snake of its bead. 
Sometimes it is awfu lly hard to bring one’s self to tru M 
you ngsters. Bu t, in the majority of the oases, they u se bet­ 
ter ju dgment than we giv e them credit for hav ing. 
Camping like this is one of the greatest experiences a 
boy can hav e.

Fog Honor, Mou se Island and Catawba State Park. 
Indian and Knox Lakes and Hoov er Reserv oir in Central 
Ohio are reported clear and normal with Hargu s Lake rang­ 
ing from roily to clear and normal. Mu skie are beginning to 
bite at Hargu e; good catches of crappies and blu egill are 
ing made arou nd bru sh piles at Hoov w Reeerv oir, with 
crappies, blu egills, bass and channel catfish taking th« 
at Indian Lake. 
In Northwestern Ohio streams are generally roily and 
slightly abov e normal. The Mau mee Riv er near Grand Rap­ 
ids, Weir Rapids and Independence State Park continu es to 
produ ce good catches of channel catfish aiwl a few northern 
pike.

Outdoor Notes

A 
LL boys—in fact the majority of them—aren’t 
bad. Some may be more mischevious than oth­ 
ers, and some seem to have an unusual knack of 
getting into trouble, but give them the opportunity 
and they usually can prove themselves worthy of 
respect. 
A group of boys from my neighborhood prov­ 
ed this when they camped at Beaver Creek State 
Park last week. They visited the park twice. They 
set up their own camp, did their own cooking and 
thoroughly enjoyed every moment of it. 
There was no close adult supervision. They 
were on their own. 
Now the meals they “enjoyed" might not be 
acceptable to most of us— for example a can of ravi­ 
oli for breakfast—but they survived in good shape. 
And they weren’t the cleanest bunch to look at. 
However, swimming daily in the creek kept the dirt 
at a minimum. Besides in the summer it usually is 
difficult to locate a clean boy. 
I was pleased with the results of the camping trip made 
by this group. I visited their camp she twice. At first I was 
concerned about the haphazard look of the entire setup. 
The second time around I and others attempted to help 
put things in order, but the campers seemed to want to do 
their own thing in their own way. It’s a good way to learn, 
so they were left alone. 


NATURALLY the camp rangers were concerned about a 
group of youngsters on their own in the area and made in­ 
quiries of other campers on the behaviour of the novices. 
I’m happy to report the campers said the boys were no trou­ 
ble, bothered nothing that didn’t belong to them and observed 
good camp etiquette. 
There was one experience none of them will forget. This 
was a visit from a four foot blacksnake. It came out of the 
woods, crawled to the rear of their tent and followed the out­ 
side edge. It came to the open door, crawled inside the tent 
and made an excursion around the interior. 
By this time, the boys were screaming and dancing 
around like wildmen. The snake departed and then paused. 
One of the boys took all he could and decided to kick the 
snake. It coiled to strike and they all decided to get into the 
act. 
USING ROCKS, which never struck, and sticks, which 
also did little good, they harried the snake around the area. 
Then one grabbed a forked stick and pinned the snake’s head 
to the ground. Now the problem was what to do with it. By 
this time other campers investigated the commotion and one 
used an axe to relieve the snake of its head. 
Sometimes it is awfully hard to bring one’s self to trust 
youngsters. But, in the majority of the cases, they use bet­ 
ter judgment than we give them credit for having. 
Camping like this is one of the greatest experiences a 
boy can have. I am always pleased when I see boys enjoy­ 
ing the outdoors such as this and more so when I team they 
have used better manners than many adults. 


WANT A CAMP VACATION? Go camping. It can cut va­ 
cation casts.

Tents and tent-trail- 
ers, sleeping bags, stoves and lights have all been vastly im­ 
proved over earlier versions And the federal government, 
states, municipalities and private entrepreneurs have cre­ 
ated beautiful and superbly equipped campsites in which to 
use them. 
Hot showers, coin-operated laundries, recreation rooms 
and tent platforms have made a world of difference in the 


comfort-quotient of campgrounds And there are enough of 
them to fill a fat paperback directory. They aren’t ail in the 
boondocks, either. 
If you ow,, jr can borrow camping equipment, the coot 
picture is simple. You’ll spend the same $8.50 for gas and 
oil, and perhaps the $5 for miscellany. But it will cost an 
average of only $2.50 a day to rent a campsite (some are 
free), and food for a family of four should be princely for 
about $12. 
If you have to buy or rent equipment, the price will rise. 
A set of modest camping gear can be bought for about $350. 
That’s a good chunk of money, but the equipment should last 
you IO years. 
If you don’t plan to camp often, or aren’t sure you will 
like it, you can rent enough equipment to house and feed 
four people for less than $50 a week. 
Whatever you save, it will be no bargain if you don’t like 
camping-~and some people don’t. It takes‘longer to set up 
and break camp than it does to check in ara! out of motels. 
And if it rains a great deal, you will be uncomfortable. 
But if you like it—and thousands of families do—camp­ 
ing will not only save you money, but will add a new dimen­ 
sion to your vacation. 


FISHING REPORT. Streams in the northern part of the 
state swollen by recent floods nave still not returned to nor­ 
mal, but nevertheless some fishing success is still being re­ 
ported. the Ohio Division of Wildlife says. 
For Lake Erie, channel catfish are being taken in good 
numbers ait Sandusky Bay Bridge and along Ohio 269, Ca­ 
tawba Cliff, West Reef and Port Clinton Pier. White bass fish­ 
ing is fair to good at Crib, Niagara, Toussaint and West Reef. 
Some walleye are being taken at Ruggles Beach and Reef. 
Perch fishing has been fair at Huron Pier, Sandusky Bay 
Fog Honor, Mouse Island and Catawba State Park. 
Indian and Knox Lakes and Hoover Reservoir in Central 
Ohio are reported clear and normal with Hargus Lake rang­ 
ing from roily to clear and normal. Muskie are beginning to 
bite at Hargue; good catches of crappies and bluegill are be­ 
ing matte around brush piles at Hoover Reservoir, with 
crappies, bluegills, bass and channel catfish taking the bait 
at Indian Lake. 
In Northwestern Ohio streams are generally^ roily and 
slightly above normal The Maumee River near Grand Rap­ 
ids. Weir Rapids and Independence State Park continues to 
produce good catches of channel catfish and a few northern 
pike. Other streams and lakes in the area are still producing 
catches ranging from smallmouth bass to a few walleye. At 
Clear Fork Reservoir white bass and a few muskie are going 
into the creels, 


IN NORTHEASTERN Ohio, walleye are hitting at Berlin 
Reservoir and at Pymatuning Reservoir, which is clear and 
high, bluegills, catfish and walleye are hitting on spinners 
trolled deep. 
Generally all lakes in southeastern Ohio are clear and 
normal although major streams remain high and muddy. 
Fishing is reported good at Piedmont Reservoir At Burr 
Oak Lake which is clear and normal, bass. bluegills, redear 
sunfish and night fishing for catfish has been giood. Dillon 
Reservoir is clear and roily with a few muskie found in the 
tail waters. 
Acton. Stonelick, Cow^n and Rocky Fork Lakes in South­ 
western Ohio are reported clear and normal with some good 
catches reported and an excellent outlook for the weekend. 
Lake St. Marys is high and clear, with a few crappies, chan­ 
nel catfish and bullheads biting on minnows, nightcrawlers 
and worms. 


GAME TAKE HIGH. Pennsylvania sportsmen are taking 
wildlife at the near-record pace established during the past 
few years, the State Game Commission says. 
In a report Thursday, the commission said only two spe­ 
cies, ruffed grouse and black bear, decreased during the 1968 
seasons. All other game species were taken at a rate com­ 
parable to tile preceeding year 
Here are the official 1968 game harvests: deer, 141.874; 
bears, 218; rabbits. 2,960,000; squirrels, 2,445.000; ringneck 
pheasants 920.000; ruffed grouse. 285.000; wild turkeys. 18,- 
000; quail, 24.000; woodcock. 65.000; snowshoe rabbits. 4.000; 
raccoons. 151.000: rails, gallinules and coots. 11.000; wild 
ducks, 67,000, wild geese, 10,000; woodchucks, 333,000; doves, 
191,000.

Yoe And The Law 


You are probably familiar 
with this movie or television 
scene: 
The a r r e sted person is 
brought into police headquar­ 
ters. A gruff policeman says, 
“O.K., mister. You can make 
one telephone call. Here’s the 
’phone.” 
The prisoner dials a num­ 
ber. The line is busy. “Let 
me try my brother’s house. 
My wife must be using our 
telephone," he pleads. 
“Tough — take him to a 
cell, boys," the policeman re­ 
plies. 


ONLY ONE call? Many per­ 


sons are convinced that this 
is all they will be permitted 
to make if arrested. 
Actually, even if a police­ 
man were so unreasonable as 
portrayed — which is unlikely 
—he would be wrong in Ohio 
to use the “one-call” rule. 
Ohio law specifically p r o ­ 
vides that a person who has 
been arrested has the right 
to make a reasonable number 
of telephone calls to contact 
his attorney or other person 
ho selects. He has this right 
immediately upon being taken 
into custody. 
The law specifically prohib­ 
its a police officer from pre­ 


venting a person from mak­ 
ing these calls. In fact, it is 
illegal for an officer to ad­ 
vise a person that he should 
not make his calls. The officer 
is subject to a stiff fine and 
jail term if he does.
